Subject interviewed by FBI on November Ik, 1963, and 
stated that he is a member of the Ku Xlux Xian; that 
during nis ^ravels throughout the country, his sources 
have told him that a militant group of the National 
States Rights Party plans to assassinate the President 
and other high-level officials. He stated that he does 
not believe this is planned for the near future, but he 
does believe the attempt will be made. 


Subject was . arrested on September 30, 1963, in Piedras 
Megras , Mexico, with two other men for stealing three 
automobiles. Information developed by the FBI indicates 
that the subject was attempting to make some sort of 
deal with them for his benefit in the criminal case 
now pending against him. There was no information 
developed that would indicate any danger to the President 
in the near future or during his trip to Texas. As of 
January 27, 19oU, subject was still incarcerated pending 
Federal court action. 


In view of subject's incarceration, he was considered 
to be of no danger at this time.
